Dispatcher,  ""6NVI  was  Control  Station  in 
North  Hollywood;  T76SFL  was  Master  Relay 
Station  on  Hill-Top,  downtown  L.A.;  F6RJC 
was  Operator  at  the  Harvard  Playground; 
W60C0  Operator  and  Emergency  Technician 
at  Exposition  Park;  and  illness  kept 
W6CBU  from  Mobile  Operation,  so  he  act- 
ed  QS    relay  station    at  home. 

At  about  1900  W6YEN  checked  in  from  "Test
